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INTRODUCTION. 



The compiler of the accompanying records realizes the sad 
experience with the American people in their indifference to 
the history of their ancestors, together with the ignorance 
that they exhibit in their own family records and those of 
their immediate connections. The undertaking of a compila- 
tion of records accurately as possible, under the circumstances 
by which these records were collected, is a task no one need 
to envy. The commencement of this undertaking was in the 
year 1854, on our first visit to the States of Ohio and Indiana. 
The work has been gradually prosecuted from that time to 
the present period ; much of it done on the many repeated 
visits to the Western States, by examining the various records 
of our connections. 

In several instances, no records were kept until the writer 
aroused the parties to a sense of duty which they owed tortheir 
own descendants. The records, commencing from the fourth 
generation, that of James and Nancy Dunham Tappan, down 
to the last generation, are as accurate as they may be obtained. 
If any errors exist, they do not belong to the compiler, as the 
records are procured directly from their original sources, where 
the presumption is, that they are accurate in all particulars. 
It is not to be expected in this mass of material but that there 
may be mistakes in our data ; if so, it is because we have not 
taken more than ordinary pains to have them corrected. All 
things considered, these records are the most accurate of any 
that have ever been issued from the American press. This 
fact should be a source of valuable consideration with those 
whose records are printed in this publication, and especially 
with those who are related to us by ties of consanguinity. 
The question arises in the mind of the relative, and interested 
reader, for what purpose were these records collected, and 
also what possible good may come from all the labor appa-

rently spent for naught in this compilation ? This same query- 
might apply to any other record of a similar character. Qui 
bono f One of the purposes of this compilation is to have 
families more united in their fraternal relation, instead of the 
state of isolation which unfortunately prevails in many fami- 
lies. This creates a spirit of indifference, and selfishness, that 
radiates throughout communities, states and nations, that 
keeps all in a state of individuality. Were mankind more 
united in the bonds of fraternity, there would not be any 
necessity for the many ills which the body politic is heir to. 
A want of a knowledge of those immutable principles which 
lie at the basis of a well regulated structure in human gov- 
ernment, is the cause of the innovations that are constantly 
going on in society, which families and individuals are con- 
stantly experiencing. 

The family government is recognized as the grandest under 
the monogamic relationship, and, therefore, the most responsi- 
ble, and closer the ties of fraternity that should prevail within 
its organism. To prepare one's self for assuming this grave 
responsibility in rearing human character, involves the wis- 
dom and knowledge of the science of sociology ; yet, how 
many enter upon this responsibility as heads of families, who 
are physically and mentally destitute in those attributes that 
contribute to the building up of a well defined family character. 
Is it to be wondered that society is going through the constant 
state of revolution, when its material is made from such in- 
congruous mass of matter ? 

The time has arrived, with the experience which we have at 
our command, whereby we may correct the many evils that 
prevail in society. In taking advantage of these past ex- 
periences of human organization, we have the mine of wealth 
to improve the individual status of the great body politic. To 
do this successfully, we need the co-operation of our kin and 
blood, in conjunction with that of our neighbor. Thus are 
involved the great principles of co-operation in all the subjects 
which relate to sociology. We all possess more or less pride 
in individual character; each family has its peculiar characteris- 
tics ; the influences from these characters are more positive in 
some than in other organized families. In assuming to formu- 
late character, there are ceitain fundamental qualities which 
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all are entitled to be possessed, viz. : a sound constitutional 
organization, the mental faculties normally and harmoniously- 
developed, and all the attributes of the individual trained and 
cultivated, whereby he or she may not be a burden to society 
of which they are members, but an honor, and also a factor 
of wealth to human government. The science of sociology 
inculcates these facts. In mastering its principles and apply- 
ing its rules to the physical things of life, there need be no 
wasting of the vast resources that are provided for humanity, 
that go to waste under the present order of things, and by 
which many, if not all, suffer in consideration of the more 
weighty matters of the law. The physiology of the question 
is therefore of vital importance. It is too apt to be the case 
that families deteriorate in their physique and mental powers 
in the course of a few generations, from a want of a true 
knowledge of these simple rules that should be applied to a 
well regulated life. Being born perfectly as our physical and 
spiritual natures will permit, more than two-thirds of our 
education is then well established, that we need not consume 
so much of the time that mankind is engaged for the purposes 
of reforming society to a purer state of activity. The off- 
springs of society have an inalienable right, upon being prop- 
erly bom, that their parents shall be decent members of 
society, sober, industrious and of good repute. If bom under 
favorable conditions, there is nothing on eai*th quite so near 
Heaven as these little ones possessing angelic natures. They 
are the early spring flowers in the garden of life, and their 
spiritual unfoldment should be as pure and spotless as the 
lily that sleeps upon the bosom of crystal waters. 

The living individual whose name is published in these 
records, should possess that commendable ambition in elevat- 
ing the standard of a high physical and moral character. To 
attain this purpose in life, much consideration must be paid 
to blood or stock, through which these principles may manifest 
themselves in maintaining the reputation of the family char- 
acter that has so gloriously exhibited itself in the earlier gen- 
erations of the Tappan family. There cannot be too much 
thought given to this vital topic on the part of our relatives, 
and it is to be hoped when they read these sentiments that 
they will give heed to its gospel truths. There should be 
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much attention given to this subject ; the aim should be not 
60 much increasing our numbers, as to the quality of that which 
is brought into life. We have another suggestion to make to 
each and all of our connections, which is, whenever a marriage, 
birth, or death, takes place in the family, that the relative will 
give notice of the same to the writer, in order that these re- 
cords may be complete. Let the notice of such an event be 
observed by complying with the usual form, as is generally 
carried out in these records. If our friends but knew the 
amount of time and writing it takes to watch each of these 
family changes, they would readily comply with our request. 
We trust that some one of our number will take up our work 
in keeping these records after our immortal spirit leaves this 
earthly form ; we cannot watch over you continually in our 
physical state, but we will carry with us your kindly greetings 
and generous hospitalities through the realms of a blissful 
immortality. If there are any who wish to keep pace with 
the increase and decrease of our numbers, they may be grati- 
fied no doubt in their wishes by addressing the heads or mem- 
bers of our household, who will cheerfully give the desired in- 
formation. Our work having been accomplished in getting 
it into the form in which it is presented to the relative, we 
trust it may meet with general approbation ; that all may give 
due consideration to those points which are of such vital im- 
portance to themselves and the generations which are to be 
our successors in the active duties of life. In obeying the 
laws of our physical and spiritual being, our lives will not have 
been spent in vain in the day and generation in which we have 
lived and had our being, and will be none the worse for our 
existence. 

Special Notice. — ^Those of our relatives who design to 
have their book bound will please put blank leaves in their 
respective places opposite their family record for the 'purpose 
of keeping their records intact for the future. 
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Abraham Toppan (or Tappan) of the first generatioD, the 
great-grandsire of all the descendants whose names accom- 
pany the following records, came from Yarmouth, England, 
'* with his wife, two children and a maid servant, in a vessel 
called the Mary Ann," and settled in Newbury, Mass., 16th 
Oct., 1637. 

Isaac Tappan, the youngest son of the second generation^ 
and the son of Abraham Tappan, of the first generation, re- 
moved to Woodbridge, N. J., in the summer of 1665. 

Isaac Tappan, the oldest son of the third generation, and 
the son of Isaac Tappan, of the second generation, was mar- 
ried to Nancy Wilkinson, of Woodbridge, N. J.; by this mar- 
riage relation there were five sons and two daughters. The 
second son, James Tappan, of the fourth generation, had ten 
children, 6ix daughters and four sons. The records which follow 
in the accompanying pages are the immediate descendants of 
James and Nancy Dunham Tappan, of Woodbridge, Middlesex 
County, New Jersey. 

James Tappan, the second son of Isaac Tappan, of the third 
generation, and great-grandson of Isaac Tappan, of the second 
generation, who migrated from Newbury, Mass., in the year 
1665, was bom in Woodbridge, Middlesex County, New Jer- 
sey, in the ye^ir 1750 ; he was afterwards married to Miss 
Nancy Dunham, the daughter of John and Keziah Dunham, 
of Westfield, Essex, now Union County, New Jersey. He 
commenced life as a farmer, and was well-to-do man of his 
class during his day and generation. After he was married, 
he established himself in Woodbridge, N. J.; he finally re- 
solved to emigrate to the Wyoming Country in the State of 
Pennsylvania, to better his temporal condition. Remaining in 
this section for a short time, he soon discovered that he had 
not improved his situation, and he therefore concluded to re- 
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move with his family to New Jersey again. Soon after his 
return, the war of the Revolution broke out. These were 
troublesome times ; he with the rest of his neighbors and 
brothers, took an active part in many of the principal engage- 
ments of the American War for Independence. James Tap- 
pan had by his wife Nancy four sons and six daughters. The 
family records of these children, with their descendants, have 
been compiled by his grandson, who is a son of Susan Tappan 
GU>od, the youngest child and daughter of James and Nancy 
Dunham Tappan, with a view of perpetuating these memoirs 
of these sons and daughters, with their children, for general 
distribution among the immediate connections of the Tappan 
family. 

James Tappan died on the 9th December, 1809, and 
was buried in the Presbyterian burial ground. Wood- 
bridge, next to his brother, Captain Tappan, without any 
monument to mark his grave, aged fifty-nine years (59 years). 
Nancy, his wife, emigrated with her children from New Jer- 
sey to the State of Ohio in the month of October, 1814, and 
died at her son Benjamin Tappan's residence, in April 26, 
1826, aged 75 years, and buried in the grounds now con- 
verted into a public park, opposite the Exposition build- 
ings in Cincinnati, Ohio, together with her daughter, 
Phoebe Tappan Smith. We will give in this connection a 
short biography of their children in the order of their birth. 

The First Child.— Sarah Tappan was born 4th Jany., 1773. 
She was married to Captain Samuel Bailey. By this marriage 
relation they had three children, all of whom lived to have 
families of their own. She lived in New Providence, Union 
County, New Jersey. Captain Samuel Bailey died 8th May, 
1824. Sarah Tappan Bailey, his wife, died 17th March, 1859, 
at an advanced age of eighty-six years, at her son's residence, 
Jonathan Bailey, No. 15 Thomas Street, Newark, New Jer- 
sey, and was buried in the Presbyterian burial ground, New 
Providence, N. J. 

The Second Child.— Marsh Tappan, born 9th Sept., 1776, 
died at his sister's home in New Providence, 21st August, 
1795, in his twentieth year and buried in the Presbyterian 
burial ground in New Providence, N. J. He died without 
issue. 
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The Third Child.— Keziah Tappan, born 1778. She mi- 
grated to the Territory of Ohio with her brother, Samuel 
Tappan; they went out under the auspices of William Ludlow, 
who was a surveyor, in the year 1793. They first located in 
Lebanon, Warren County, Ohio, near the Red Lion. She finally 
was married to Jonath^^n Crane, who was a native of New 
Providence, New Jersey. They again emigrated to the west- 
ern portion of Indiana in the year 1832, and finally settled at 
Stone Bluff, Fountain County, Lidiana, where they raised a 
large family. Keziah Tappan Crane died 28th Jany., 1860, at 
the age of eighty-two; her husband, Jonathan Crane, died 20th 
Oct., 1863, in his eighty-eighth year; both of said parties are 
buried in the Osborn Prairie burial ground near Stone Bluff, 
Fountain County, Indiana. They left a large family, who 
still survive them, in the same township, county and State. 

The Fourth Child. — Samuel Tappan was bom 14th April, 
1781. Like all enterprising young men of that period he 
traveled westward to the Territory of Ohio in the year 1793, 
with William Ludlow, a son of General Ludlow, of New 
Jersey, of Revolutionary fame, who afterwards became a 
United States surveyor in laying out the public lands of said 
Territory. Samuel Tappan was only twelve years old when 
he departed with his sister, Eeziah, from his parental roof in 
New Jersey for the wilderness in the Territories of Ohio and 
Indiana. He had a remarkable mental and physical organiza- 
tion, his temperament was that of a motive and nervous mental 
type, quick in his perceptions and wonderfully powerful in his 
physique. 

It was just the kind of physical structure to pioneer into a 
new country. He was exceedingly kind to the poor and 
needy, always willing to give a helping hand in advancing the 
civilization about him, and was on the right side of every 
moral and political issue to advance the cause of progress. 
His hospitality was of the most generous character, and his 
home was a paradise both to the young and aged. Samuel 
Tappan finally located on Government lands which he pur- 
chased and located in the town of Liberty, Union County, 
Indiana. Here he raised thirteen children, all of whom lived 
to be men and women, grown up on the same farm, an occur- 
rence which seldom happens in the experience of families. 
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The subject of our sketch was married to Catharine Dyke on 
the 11th January, 1810. He died on his homestead on the 
21st November, 1874, at an advanced age of ninety-three years. 
His wife survived him nearly two years, and died at the age 
of eighty-two. They are both buried in the New Cemetery, 
in Liberty, Indiana. 

The Fifth Child.— Betsey Tappan migrated to Ohio. 
She was married to William Livingston, a native of Pennsyl- 
vania, November, 1808. She died 20th October, 1868. William 
Livingston died September, 1825, in Liberty, Indiana. They 
left only one son, Isaac Livingston, who survives his parents 
at Edinburgh, Johnson County, Indiana. 

The Sixth Child. — Jane Tappan was one of the members 
of the family that departed for the Western country. 
She was married at the time to Henry Rogers, of Westfield, 
Essex, now Union County, New Jersey. She had a large 
family, the descendants of whom are scattered throughout the 
Western States. She was married 10th October, 1801 ; died, 
17th May, 1820. Her husband died 28th June, 1837. 

The Seventh Child. — Benjamin Tappan was bom 11th 
October, 1790. He was one of the household who departed 
for Cincinnati, Ohio. He was twenty-four years old on leav- 
ing for the West. He established himself in business as a 
mason-builder in Cincinnati, Ohio, and was located on Central 
Avenue, in said city, opposite Sixth Street Market. He died 
7th August, 1850, aged fifty-nine years, being of the same age 
his father was at his death, and buried in his family lot in the 
large cemetery near said city. His sons and daughters still 
continue to reside in Cincinnati with their families. 

The Eighth Child.— Isaac Tappan was bom 11th Feb- 
ruary, 1792. He followed the family westwardly, and located 
in Liberty, Union County, Indiana. He married Eleanor 
Dunham, by whom a large family was raised. They are 
mostly located in Madison County, Indiana. Isaac Tappan 
died 6th February, 1851, aged fifty-nine years, of the same 
age as his father and brother Benjamin Tappan. He was 
buried in the old cemetery in Liberty, Indiana. His wife died 
26th April, 1868, aged sixty-three years. She was buried in 
Madison County, Indiana. 

The Ninth Child.— Pha?be Tappan followed with the rest 
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of the family to the State of Ohio. She was married to 
Thomas Smith, of the State of Maine, on the 17th October, 
1813. They had a small family of two children. She died in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 7th April, 1820. Her husband was drowned 
on a visit to his native State — Maine — from which State he 
had migrated. 

The Tenth Child. — Susan Tappan was bom 19th July, 
1795. She accompanied her mother, brothers and sisters to 
the Western country. In consequence of the climate not 
agreeing with her sh^ returned to New York city. In the 
process of time she was married to Peter P. Crood on the 30th 
December, 1830. By this marriage there were two children — 
one daughter and son; her son has compiled these records. She 
finally settled in Plainfield, Union County, New Jersey, where 
she died in said city on the afternoon of the 22d June, 1865, 
in the seventieth year of her age. Her husband departed this 
life on the 19th August, 1875, in the eighty-sixth year of his 
age. They are both buried in Greenwood Cemetery, on 
Cherry avenue. Lot No. 10531, Kings county, Long Island, 
New York. 

All these ten children were born in Woodbridge, Middlesex 
county, New Jersey ; thus we have briefly the history of the 
family of James and Nancy Dunham Tappan's children. It 
is particularly desirable, the pains taken in collecting the 
names and records of the several families who are descendants 
of James Tappan, shall see the necessity of keeping these 
records intact as the generations increase, with a view of 
making these records of our ancestors and their descendants 
accurate as possible to the remotest generation. 

Peter Peyto Good. 
Plainfield, New Jersey, 
11th Feb'y, 1884.. 
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1st Oeneration. Abraham Toppan, son of William Top- 
ham, of Calbridge, in the Parish of Coverham, and fourth in 
descent from Robert Topham, of Linton, in the West Riding 
of Yorkshire, was baptized April 10, 1606. He lived for some 
time in Yarmouth, County of Norfolk. His wife, whose 
maiden name was Taylor, was born in the year 1607. Her 
mother, Elizabeth, inherited considerable property from a sec- 
ond husband, Mr. John Goodale, of Yarmouth, whose will is 
dated 1625. In the year 1637, Abraham Toppan, with his wife, 
two children and maid servant, took passage in the " Mary Ann" 
for New England. (See " New England Historical and Gene- 
alogical Register," No. 14, page 327.) His mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Goodale, also took passage in the same vessel. He was admitted 
into the township of Newbury, October 16, 1637. At different 
times during the following year, several lots of land were 
granted to him, on one of which he erected his dwelling, near 
where the meeting-house was built, in 1646, a few rods north 
from the house of Captain Richard Adams, and between that 
and the house now owned by the heirs of the late Mr. Joseph 
Toppan, one of his descendants. During his life he made 
" sundry voyages to the Barbadoes, of which one or two were 
profitable ; the produce being brought home in sugar, cotton, 
wool and molasses, which were then commodities rendering 
great profit, being at twelve pence for wool, sugar at six or 
eight pence per pound profit — of which he brought great quan- 
tities." Registry of Deeds, Salem, Mass. — He made his will 
June 30, 1670. In it he speaks of " having done for his son 
Peter beyond what I have done or can do in proportion for 
y® rest of my children." He died November 5, 1672, aged 
sixty-six years, in the house on " Toppan's Lane," which he had 
built about 1670 for his son Jacob. This house is still owned 
and, until recently, was occupied by his descendants. His 
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widow died March 20, 1689, aged eighty-two years. Her 
mother, Mrs. Groodale, died at Newbury, Mass., April 8, 1647. 

The children of Abraham and Susanna Taylor Toppan were :

Susanna Toppan, bom 1649. 

John Toppan, bom 1651 ; married Browne. 

Isaac Toppan, bom 1653. 

2d Generation. Isaac Toppan, the youngest son of Abra- 
ham Toppan, of the first generation, was married, first time, 
September 29, 1669, to Hannah Kent ; married second, March 
27, 1691, to Mary March. He removed to Woodbridge, Middle- 
sex County, New Jersey, with his brother, Abraham Toppan, 
under the auspices of the colony in charge of Rev. John 
Woodbridge, in the summer of 1665. He had by the first 
marriage, Isaac, bora September 20, 1673. Elizabeth, bom 
January 26, 1676. Jacob, bora June 12, 1678. David, born 
November 2, 1680. John, bora March 16, 1685. Hannah, 
bora December 23, 1686. 

By the second marriage he had Mary, bora November 17, 
1693. Benjamin, bora May 18, 1695. 

All these children were born in Woodbridge, New Jersey.

These annual reunions of families which frequently occur in 
many localities throughout the country are not without their 
beneficial effect. Their social associations are pleasant and 
fraternal among the immediate connections of the various 
families to whom they are related by ties of consanguinity. 
There are many considerations which should come under our 
notice in these gatherings — ^how these structures of the family 
are formulated into society, communities. States and nations, 
and the laws by which they are organized in the structure of 
human government. When we consider the formulation of in- 
dividual character into a wider field of development in the 
structure of government by the processes of the monogamic re- 
lation and that undergoing the parental and domestic relation- 
ship, we here find the first step toward the social structure of 
society. All political institutions derived their origin, or ex- 
istence, upon the exact status of the individual or his domestic 
associations. With us, in democratic America, the inde- 
pendence that has been developed in family organizations has 
been the means of unfolding the systems of government which 
are now well established throughout the various States of the 
Union, viz. : the family organization, although not indigenous 
with us as a nation^ but its discipline is more independent than 
among other peoples, out of which, we have the township, 
county, state and national systems, which are peculiarly Ameri- 
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can in their origin, showing conciasively that, the just powers 
of these respective systems are derived from the consent of the 
governed, each and all of its individual members have a voice 
in its government that the majority shall govern. We have 
in this simple system the entire structure of our national 
institutions as they are established in our midst. The charac- 
teristics of each of these sub-divisions under this classification 
depend upon the qualities of those powers as shown in each 
of the governments heretofore mentioned, viz.: the indi- 
vidual, family, township, county, State, nation and interna- 
tional. Thus, as we advance in our analyzation, each of these 
parts which comprises the whole social structure in our 
national system, we fall back upon the individual, in whom, 
and from whom, the emanation of all our powers are derived. 
Thus, we perceive, the quality of each of these sub-divisions 
depend on the character of the individual of which society is 
constituted in the aggregate. Therefore in considering this 
subject still further to its ultimate, we must make character 
the potent power in shaping the quality of the government. 
Character, then, is every thmg. 

The formation of character depends upon a great variety of 
circumstances by which it is shaped. The marriage relation 
enters largely in its development. The environments by which 
the individual is circumstanced make up the developmeut of 
the citizen's character that gives tone to every thing by which 
he is surrounded in society. When we consider the mighty 
power which the citizen exerts as a member of the body poli- 
tic, how necessary it is the qualifications that the individ- 
ual citizen should possess, ought to be of the highest attain, 
ment. llie individual citizen and society should co- 
operate with one another in educating themselves in this 
direction. The interest of the one, is that of the other, 
and the higher they advance in their moral ethics, society 
consequently derives the advantages of these qualifica- 
tions that the individual has attained in making him. 
self, or herself, a good citizen in the best acceptation of 
that term. We realize at this juncture of our subject that the 
character of the government depends entirely on the material 
of which it9 citizen is possessed. Whatever the citizen may 
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choose to do that he may accomplish, whether it comes within 
the range of the highest conception of a true government or 
not, however, the shape of that government depends entirely 
on his individual accomplishment. The whole power lies within 
him in shaping it either for happiness or woe. To attain this 
status of the government by the people, we must confine our- 
selves within the limits of those general principles which are 
laid down by the rules of social science. 

In all probability there is no subject so little known among 
the governors of a people as those immutable principles or laws 
which are well recognized in social science. The result 
of this ignorance lies the primary cause of all the ills which 
the great body politic is heir to, and we shall continue to suffer 
until we bring ourselves within the subjugation of the power 
which should govern us. Apparently simple as may appear 
this statement of a well-known principle in social government, 
yet, how difficult it has been to diffuse this subject among the 
masses. The schools do not pretend to give this knowledge to 
their pupils, it is one of great neglect, other studies of less im- 
portance are supplemented for one of much greater necessity 
to learn and know in the science of governing. The birth of a 
human being into society under the well-defined principles of 
social science, is a valuable accession to the community toward 
its contribution of human happiness, it adds to its material 
and spiritual wealth in manifesting its powers of physical 
labor toward the contribution of the wealth of a nation. The 
purposes of an individual existence is to exercise all their 
normal, mental and physical faculties for the common happi- 
ness of all. 

The object of a national life is to co-operate with its subject 
toward the attainment of accumulating the greatest amount 
of human happiness for the common good of all its citizens. 
Then, as we perceive, from the analyzation of this important 
topic, the purpose of government is to advance, and protect, 
the interest, welfare, and happiness of its subjects. 

On the other hand, the subject should look after the welfare 
of the government if he desires that it should look well after 
his own individual interest. 

The quality of the pateraal power as may be shown toward 
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its obild, depends on the amount of quality of the fraternal 
feeling that may be exhibited by the child toward the powers 
that govern it. There must be a mutuality of interest in the 
governing power toward the subject that is governed. This 
is co-operation of the highest type that is required on the part 
of the citizen to bnng about this quality of civilization to- 
ward which society is drifting for the protection of individual 
rights. In this age of our enlightenment, brought about by the 
various channels through which it is obtained, we see the inno- 
vations that are constantly going on in society generally, 
and throughout the nations of the earth, that there will be no 
peace whilst this irrepressible conflict is raging in the commu- 
nity. The interest of caste is at war with all other castes ; 
there is no recognition of the divine right of equality in the 
individual welfare of our fellow men, and so long as this un- 
fortunate violation of law continues, what are we to expect, 
but turmoil and perplexity through the scenes of a busy life. 

The great question for consideration at this hour of our social 
gathering, have we the resources and powers within the grasp 
of our understanding to counteract these disturbances which 
are prevailing throughout our vast communities? Are 
we, as intelligent citizens, from whom are emanating 
the governing powers of the government, capable of 
grasping those scientific principles of social science 
and applying the same in the government of a people ? These 
are great principles which enter exclusively in all the elements 
of our social structure and which demand from us a calm 
answer in the solution of this important query. I contend 
the time has arrived that we are all conscious that we 
have not done all we are capable of doing in governing our- 
selves better than we do. We are thoroughly satisfied of 
this fact, and we have a tangible realization of the painful 
feeling that this state of things has wrought upon society. 
What we need is a more systematic method in getting at the 
best principles, and apply the same through the light of 
science in the management of our governments. There 
should be a stronger alliance of fraternal feeling in carry- 
ing out these great objects of the social structure in society, 
this with co-perative effort would help us mightily in the 
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alleviation of haman misery. The difficulty right here, is, 
how are we to reach those means by which the community 
is to be elevated from this slough of our perverted 
civilization ? We must ever bear in mind that large bodies 
move slowly ; with this monstrous body of socialistic ignor- 
ance as to the best methods of government, it must take time 
for its alleviation. To inculcate these principles of govern- 
ment and the recognition of equal rights in the entire social 
structure requires time and much experience. 

But we will not bring about this innovation until we make 
a commencement in this direction ; the sooner we begin, 
brighter the hope for the immediate future. The past and 
present experiences in all civilizations we do make advances 
in a higher attainment for the welfare of the masses. The 
obstacles which have been in our way are gradually being sub- 
jugated for something that is grander in the elevation of man- 
kind. There is much hope in encouragement, but much room 
for greater work to be done in pushing forward that consistent 
labor so necessary in directing our efforts on a more liberal 
scale in advancing the condition of human progress. All 
these efforts which are being used, should be intelligently and 
scientifically directed, in order to give permanency to the insti- 
tutions that shall be established on a solid basis. 

To give a system whereby that something shall effectually 
reform the condition of affairs in the community generally, 
may be so classified in form out of which we may witness the 
superstructure of society that shall be alleviated from its 
present suffering. To enter into particularities time will not 
permit us to elaborate our views that the importance of the 
subject demands. 

We are able to give, under the present circumstances, a 
skeleton of that system which seems so simple in its accom- 
plishment, provided we comply with the laws by which 
the whole structure of society should be governed. The 
rules laid down will speak for themselves as to their reason- 
ableness, and not for their uncertainty in accomplishing the 
work that they are designed in effecting the reform that 
ought to be introduced into the community. 

7%e first principle that society demands of its subject, that 
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every individual is entitled to the inalienable right of a 
sound physical and mental constitution. The citizen is entitled 
to this great prerogative of his being, and government should 
foster all such means conducive to its welfare in bringing 
about such a state of development in its subject. There is in 
the individual citizen's organization, the whole system of gov- 
ernment in its true scientific sense in an embryotic form, out 
of which, in the course of his training and growth, we have 
the formula of a system under which it gives him birth. 

The second great principle to be observed by the subject of 
a nation that that government shall see its wards are properly 
educated and trained to some useful occupation, whereby the 
citizen child shall be able to take care of itself, and not to be 
burden on society of which it is a member, but add to its own 
material prosperity and that of the nation. 

This is an obligation that a nation should see that all its 
individual members should be qualified in exercising the func- 
tions of a citizen in the great family of humanity. 

The third important principle that is involved in an obliga- 
tion that devolves on the subject, that the citizen should be 
thoroughly educated in the science of government and in 
every thing appeilaining thereto. 

Tltese three great points if properly taught and practically 
applied to the government of society are the trinity of our 
future civilization and upon which our hopes for a better state 
of affairs shall hereafter prevail. I appeal to the candid 
listener, these three propositions laid down in this address, 
if they are difficult to be attained on the part of our 
fellow citizens? Ought not this important subject be a 
part of our studies in the schools and colleges of our country ? 
Where have we them taught in the vast range of topics as 
laid down in the curriculum of our learned institutions; abso- 
lutely, the subject is a vacuum in the thoughts of our educa- 
tora. It is a crying shame under our present civilization that 
we cannot check the growing misery that is multiplying so 
rapidly upon us. The wastage of our vast resources cannot 
be diverted in another channel whereby mankind may derive 
its advantages. The wastage created by crime, intemperance, 
fashionable and idle frivolity, and that with debauchery, if the 
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time taken up in these listless employments were diverted in 
another direction of physical labor whereby the fruits of such 
labor were properly directed, would alleviate the poor of 
society and place them in a more comfortable condition in 
life. 

Hence we see suffering and poverty everywhere. It is well 
known that the resources of nature are more than ample to 
feed, clothe and educate every citizen in the world, if these 
resources of our physical and mental character were syste- 
matically arranged in a well disciplined government. The 
state of affairs as we find them are in a chaotic condition. 
The politician instead of looking after and promoting the 
welfare of the government is scheming how much he may 
plunder from his paternal protector. 

" Vendidit hie auropatriam, dominumqtte potentem imposuii: 
Jlitit leges pretio atqtie rejixity 

The rum seller is seeking to fill his coffers by plundering 
the drunkard of his manhood, he robs his wife and children of 
the necessaries of life, he adds to our prisons, asylums and 
poor-houses, the victims of his bar, who become a burden to 
the community ; in fact, ho is the pirate on our civilization by 
sending one of his victims every ten minutes in the twenty- 
four hours to a drunkard's grave. The intelligence of the 
age is noticing these events as they are currently happening. 
The citizen in his calm moments of reflection considers that 
there is a responsibility somewhere that demands from him to 
inquire where this great charge should lie, behold it is himself ^ 
and his government. Such a confession is good for the soul, 
emanating as it does from the sources of th^ government, 
i/ie governed, the citizen, the subject. Nowhere else can this 
charge lie than the one stated, that the society or government 
of which he is a member is the mother of crime. There lies 
the great indictment, and we all plead guilty. It is quite 
apparent by the presentation of these facts where the respon- 
sibility of all these ills that we realize in society lies at our 
own door. This being true, the remedy is in our own hands, 
and if we do not remedy these disturbing difiSculties in society, 
we shall suffer by the law of compensation, by our own neg- 
ligence, the penalties by taxation in supporting asylums, poor- 
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houses, state prisons, and the other paraphernalia as appendages 
to these institutions, besides the loss of labor, and domestic 
associations, which are all lost to the common good of the 
community. Thus far in the consideration of our subject we 
realize the great fact that, the responsibility lies with the indi- 
vidual citizen, the care that is required in bringing him up to 
the standard which the laws of his being require that, he 
should possess before assuming the powers of the government. 
It is one of the probabilities that, we may in the process of 
time acquire the knowledge which is requisite to apply 
those principles in regulating the machinery of society in a 
more perfect working order. 

FAMILY HISTORY. 

This large family of which we are related to one another 
and to the great social structure of government are not with- 
out our influences through the many generations that we have 
existed. Our ancestoi-s came from Yarmouth, England, in 
the year 1637, to Massachusetts, in a period of English history 
particularly noted for its struggle of religious freedom. The 
Tappans were by no means inferior agents toward accom- 
plishing these great results for spiritual liberty of conscience. 
A branch of this family was a member of the colony who 
came to Wood bridge, N. J., under the auspices of the Rev. 
John Woodbridge, in the summer of 1665. They were the 
pioneers of the advancing western civilization, where their in- 
fluences were felt with this infant colony in New Jersey. 
They grew with the growth in the formation of the character 
of the State in which they were conspicuously noted in their 
day and generation. 

The American Revolution of 1776 derived much of its sup- 
port from them in alienating the colonies from the mother 
country. The history of those stirring events shows that our 
ancestore were ever on the alert in advancing the institu- 
tions of a liberal government for the people. The next great 
epoch in their history was the migration of our parents, of 
whom we are the immediate descendants, to the Territories of 
Ohio and Indiana in the years 1793 and in October, 1814. 
These families were among the early pioneers in your present 
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settlements, and were mighty factors in formulating the sys- 
terns of laws and institutions as now prevail in these states. 
It is quite evident from the character of these ancestors, the 
quality of this stock was by no means of an ordinary charac- 
ter. For them to face the storms of the Atlantic in reach- 
ing the inhospitable shores of New England, and then migrat- 
ing to the New Jersey wilderness, experiencing the 
inconveniences of a civilization that was rustic in its charac- 
ter, clearing their timber from their lands for the purpose of 
making homes for themselves, and contending with superior 
forces against their mother country for their independence, 
and then, again, emigrating to the great West in laying the 
foundation for a mighty republic, is quite conclusive that, the 
material of which these ancestors, and our own immediate 
parents, was of a quality from which we might expect such 
extraordinary results in developing such a country as these 
States of which we are citizens. 

From such a stock, the future hopes of the Republic may 
always rely upon its aid in the darkest hour of its necessity. 

In the civil controversies of the times our people have 
always given much attention to the great questions of the 
day. The discussion of the subject of slavery, no one gave 
the matter such close observation as Lewis and Arthur Tap- 
pan, whose names were conspicuous in those times of such 
agitations, and which institution was ultimately overthrown 
by the War of the Rebellion. 

There are many of you present of our stock who can testify 
how well you have fought in upholding the Union and main- 
taining the Republic intact, as it was left by our fathers, and 
many of our relatives sacrificed their lives upon the altar 
of their country by the noble example set by our ancestors. 

Thus it is, we feel proud in relating these incidents of family 
history. But we cannot stop here. Tour collateral kindred 
of this family have been represented in the United States Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives. Two have sat upon the 
Supreme Court bench, one in the State of New York and the 
other from Ohio. Your universities have been represented by 
its Chancellor and Professors. The legal and ministerial pro- 
fessions are not without their representatives. The agricultural 
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has been particularly distinguished through all the generations 
of their mortal existence, and the mechanic, and tradesman, 
have shown skill and prosperity in all their avocations. 

Such examples of character should stimulate us to greater 
deeds in advancing a higher civilization as our generations be- 
come more enlightened than their predecessors. 

Whatever our ancestors have done toward advancing our 
civil liberties, it was no more than they ought to have done ; 
it was a duty that they owed to themselves, their children, 
their country, and to the generations yet unborn. 

We have claimed that we have done no more than we ought 
to have accomplished, and we ^could not have brought about 
these bright pages in our American history without the co-op- 
eration of our fellow-citizens. We see under all circumstances, 
we are not individually independent, but dependent on Superior 
Power and Wisdom in all conditions in life. We have tried 
to prove to you in the lesson of the hour how much we are 
dependent upon each other. The citizen upon the government, 
and the nation upon the citizen. We need each other's aid 
and co-operation under all circumstances. The purposes of 
these gatherings are not merely social and fraternal, but in ad- 
vising with one another, in elevating the standard of our 
moral characters, in promoting an interest in our families, 
whereby they may become of greater influence in the commu- 
nities where they reside, in elevating the standard of character 
all around them. These are the motives that ought to prompt 
us in all the relations of life in becoming more useful and 
fraternal. You have thus far learned the three great cardinal 
principles in the organic structure of society. 

1st. Sound constitutional health. 

2d. The mental and spiritual faculties properly trained. 

3d. And that all should be educated in the science of govern- 
ment. 

And, moreover, the perpetuity of our institutions with the 
price for the same is virtue, sound morality, freedom and eter- 
nal vigilance.
